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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1 , 2, and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by Bar 
etal (6,51 1,016). 

See especially Figures 3 and 5; and column 5, lines 3-6, 20-43, and 55-65. 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Bar et al 
(6,51 1,016) in view of Rastegar et al (6,727,485). 

Bar et al discloses a projectile with flight altering apparatus comprising a plurality of 
deploy able pivoting fins with springs, coupling means connecting adjacent fins (either 
flexible bridging portion 33 of Figure 3 or spring plates 34 of Figure 5) which will 
inherently reduce and distribute loads on the fins, and a caging arrangement (holding 
sleeve 29) which allows the fins to deploy when activated. Bar et al fails to disclose the 
caging arrangement as being a single wire passing through the main fins. Rastegar et al 
teach that it is known to provide a single wire passing through fins as the means of

deploying the fins to the desired position. See column 7, line 53 - column 8, line 27, 
especially element 304. Motivation to combine is the mere substitution of known means 
of deploying fins on a projectile. To employ the teachings of Rastergar et al on the 
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projectile of Bar et al and have a single wire caging arrangement is considered to have 
been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art.
